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The Range of the Registration Claim of Utility Model 

The back door equipment for vehicles is characterized by the facts that are mentioned below. 
This is the back door equipment for vehicles with the opening in the rear area, and the opening is pushed 
to open and close. The back door is divided into upper and lower sections called the main door and sub 
door. The upper area of the main door is mounted so as to be able to swing up, which will enable the 
upper area to open and close. Also, the upper area of the sub door is mounted to the lower area of the 
main door so as to swing up, which will enable the lower area of the main door to open and close. 
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The equipment has main lock equipment that is bound to the car body to make the opening of the 
main door impossible [when locked] and sub lock equipment that binds to the car body to make the 
opening of the sub door impossible [when locked]. 

The gas stay [?: phonetic] which impels the main door in the direction of the opening of the sub 
door and the sub door in the direction of the opening of the main door is installed between the sub door 
area and car body. 

Simple Explanation of the drawings below and on the following pages 

Fig. 1 through Fig. 1 1 shows one working example of this invention. Fig. 1 to Fig. 3 illustrates 
angled views of the rear area of the car, Fig. 4 an angled view of the main lock equipment and so on. Fig. 
5 and 6 are angled views of door handles and Fig. 7 shows an angled view of sub lock equipment. Fig. 8 
through 11 shows functional illustration, and Fig. 12 shows a side view of conventional back door 
equipment for vehicles.
